He was asked about the pur­ 
chase of a Cadillac, about mon­ 
ey spent In a jewelry shop, 
about an insurance company, 
and about checks drawn on the 
Klan account. 
To each query, he gave the 
same response he had to ques­ 
tions Tuesday about his United 
Klans of America. 
He read from a card: “ I re­ 
spectfully decline to answer 
that question for the reason 
that I honestly believe my an­ 
swer might tend to incriminate 
me in violation of my rights 
guaranteed to me by Amend­ 
ments 5, I, 4 and 14 of the Con­ 
stitution of the United States of 
America.** 
Shelton was again accompa­ 
nied by some of his grand drag­ 
ons when he came to the sec­ 
ond session of the hearings by 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 
He was wearing a label button 
with the single word “ Never” on 
it. 
He refused to tell newsmen 
about the button. When Commit­ 
tee Chairman Edwin E. Willis, 
D ^ a ., asked him to explain it, 
Shelton replied that he must re­ 
fuse because his answer might 
tend to incrim inate him. 
Donald T. Appell, a commit­ 
tee investigator, did most of the 
questioning 
of Shelton about 
Klan finances. 
Shelton's decision to keep si­ 
lent about all Klan affairs ap­ 
parently 
was a last-moment 
switch of tactics. 
A source said Shelton and his 
lawyer walked into the commit­ 
tee offices on the eve 
of the 
hearing opening and promised 
to cooperate, “ to tell about the 
Klan and what he hopes to do 
with it.** 
If so 
Shelton 
obviously 
changed his mind. 
The sharp-faced 36-year-old 
Alabamian, a diamond ring glit­ 
tering on his left hand, general­ 
ly was expressionless as 
the 
questions came. 
Shelton refused to tell any­ 
thing about financial records, to 
admit he was the imperial wiz­ 
ard or to answer the ques­ 
tion, “ Are you ashamed to be a 
member of the Wan*7**

WASHINGTON — Farm in­ 
come will be maintained under 
the new farm bill and this will 
tend to stabilize prices and 
reduce costs to the federal gov­ 
ernment, Rep. Paul Jones, Ken­ 
nett, Mo., Democrat, said to­ 
day. 
He is a member of the house 
comittee on agriculture, and 
one of the persons who helped 
hammer out the bill. He said 
the bill was “one of the most 
comprehensive ever passed by 
Congress, and could provide 
guidelines for the next four 
years.” 
Representative Jones said he 
was “ disappointed" in some of 
the provisions of the bill, and 
especially in the provisions re­ 
lating to cotton. 
He said Congress did not move 
in the right direction to solve 
the basic problem facing the 
farm ers. He noted that the con­ 
ference report held to the one- 
price system and gave its ap­ 
proval to the recommendation 
of the Johnson Administration. 
He said that in his opinion 
“ a one price system will not 
solve the basic problem which 
has plagued the nation for many 
years.” 
The system gives 
‘‘preferential 
treatment” 
to 


textile mills, Jones said, beyond 
a “ reasonable justification.” 
He added also that in his 
opinion the bill does not “ carry 
the compulsion to cause the 
secretary 
of agriculture to 
move cotton in the 
“ export 
trade on a real competitive 
basis” . 
The bill does offer “ hope” 
that it will discourage the prac­ 
tice of releasing unused acre­ 
age, and reapportioning it to 
others. 
This, he said, has caused sur­ 
pluses since the acreage has 
been 
reapportioned to land 
which is more productive. 
Under the cropland adjustment 
program the 
marginal pro­ 
ducers, are those who hardly 
recapture their costs, may re­ 
tire the land from cotton pro­ 
duction and be paid generously 
for doing so. 
He said payment to farmers 
with allotments of 
IO acres 
or less would encourage them 
to retire up to 35 per cent of 
their acreage. This would re­ 
duce the amount of cotton pro­ 
duced. 
On the other hand because of 
restrictions and limitations in 
the bill as to the export mar­ 
ket farm ers will not be en­ 
couraged to produce a surplus.

Hounded By 
U.S. Agents, 
Man Testifies 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 
“ Overnight someone hung an 
OCD number on me,” said Wil­ 
liam M. Canaday,formerly sec­ 
ond in command of the Kansas 
City Police Department, “ and 
my life hasn't been the same 
since.” 
Canaday still is fighting a 
conviction he short changed the 
government about $2,000 on in­ 
come taxes. He was the chief 
witness yesterday before an in­ 
vestigating committee of the U. 
S. Senate which has charged 
the Internal Revenue Service 
with harassment of taxpayers, 
particularly by electronic gadg­ 
etry and watching their mail. 
The investigation of Canaday 
started almost five years ago 
when the Department of Jus­ 
tice and the IRS sent extra 
agents into Kansas City for a 
special 
drive on 
organized 
crim e—OCD. The targets of the 
special effort and the investi­ 
gative files on them were as­ 
signed OCD numbers. 
Canaday charged the IRS with 
Gestapo tactics. 
He recalled that Everett TTO st, 
a longtime IRS agent in Kansas 
City., first approached him in 
1961 about his income taxes. 
“ I told him 'fine,* ** Canaday 
testified. “ If he would play 
back on his recorder what I 
said, it would show I wanted to 
co-operate.” 
“ Did you say he had a re- 
recorder?** Interjected Sen. Ed­ 
ward V. Long, D-Mo., chairman 
of the Senate committee. 
“ I am sure he did, although 
I cannot prove it, 
Canaday 
said. 
Canaday charged “ 'ftiey're 
still investigating me. Trost is 
still driving up and down the 
highway In front of my place.” 
Canaday was convicted in No­ 
vember, 1964, on two charges 
of evading federal income tax­ 
es and has appealed. 
M rs. Canaday testified the 
IRS agents checked on them at 
their grocery store, their tailor 
shop, her beauty parlor, with a 
man who sold them a cord of 
wood and the people who deliv­ 
ered their newspaper. 
Kenneth R. Layne, a form er 
police department lieutenant, 
testified he lost his home, his 
job and his reputation even 
even though acquitted of in­ 
come tax evasion charges. 
Trost told the committee that 
in his 19 years with the IRS he 
had used information from wire 
taps, 
recording devices and 
mail checks in only one other 
case besides the Canaday Inves­ 
tigation.

“ Right To Work laws violate ‘freedom of con­ 
tract.* They represent harmful interference by 
government in the collective bargaining process. 
Union membership as a basis of continued 
employment should be neither required by law 
nor forbidden by law. The question should be 
resolved by the collective bargaining process.'* 
FACTS 
“ Freedom of contract** is a term used to 
describe a so’called “ voluntary** agreement 
between a union and an employer requiring com­ 
pulsory union membership. Such agreements 
often result from pressure or coercion applied 
by union officials against employers and/or 
employees. 
The right of an individual to join, or refuse 
to join, a union is an individual right. It cannot 
be bargained away by other parties, such as 
employers and union officials. 
The primary function of government is to 
protect the rights of individual citizens. When 
those rights are abridged by collective bargain­ 
ing agreements, government has an indisputable 
responsibility to intervene on behalf of those 
citizens.

One of the true “ growth** occupations nowadays 
—especially for teen-agers who tire quickly 
of walking—is car stealing. More and more cars 
are stolen each year and 1963 was a boom 
year for car thieves, professional and amateur. 
Thanks to the tendency of car-owners to leave 
keys in the car, stealing cars is a profession 
in which a beginner requires little training. 
Things are so easy today, and the field is getting 
so crowded, that the thieves are thinking of 
forming a trade 
association to raise the 
standards of membership. 
There's another reason, too, why the “ industry 
leaders*’ are thinking of organizing. A Mas­ 
sachusetts firm has developed a real threat 
to the theft industry — an anti-theft gadget 
that really works. 
Even experienced garage mechanics, working 
with full sets of tools and in broad daylight, 
couldn’t start a car in less than 30 minutes 
if it had the anti-theft device. There are three 
separate cross-operating electrical circuits and 
solenoid valves working on the brake and fuel 
system s. 
lf the ignition key is off and someone tampers 
with the ignition wires — called “ jumping” in 
the trade — the brakes will lock, lf the thief 
can unlock the brakes, the fuel supply cuts off. 
lf, somehow, the fuel supply is restored, the 
brakes lock again and the ignition system grounds 
out. Even the most determined car thief, at 
this point, will probably say “ What the heck!” 
or words that are generally sim ilar. 
In this day of unemployment and unskilled 
workers, we can hardly allow this anti-theft 
device to throw thousands or hundreds of thou­ 
sands of car thieves out of work. Since we 
can’t stop the company from making the gadget, 
there’s only one answer left. 
A trade school for car thieves.

WASHINGTON — One amaz­ 
ing aspect of the Ku Klux Elan 
is that it has escaped investi­ 
gation by the House Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities Committee until 
this week. 
Nothing could be more un- 
American than spreading ra ­ 
cial and religious bigotry, flog­ 
ging 
and 
murdering fellow 
Americans, 
and terrorizing 
women and children by night. 
Yet the House Un-American 
Activities 
Committee, which 
has probed almost everything 
ranging from a Quaker school­ 
teacher at Newton Squaren Pa., 
to the 
nights of the White 
Camellia, has shied away from 
probing the Klan until this week. 
The FBI has done a competent 
job and kept the Klan under its 
watchful eye. It helped to break 
up an assassination plot by the 
“ secret six" in 1964 when the 
vice 
mayor of Atlanta, Sam 
Massell, and Morris Abram, 
Jowls attorney in Atlanta, were 
the object of a secret six plot. 
Again early in 1965 a plot 
was hatched in Georgia for the 
assassination of Martin Luther 
King. The FBI was tipped off 
and the plot was frustrated. 
Still the Un-American Activi­ 
ties Committee failed to in­ 
vestigate. It has long been dom­ 
inated by southern congress­ 
men. However, it was finally a 
southerner, 
liberal 
Charles 
Wehner of Georgia, who as a 
member of the committee re ­ 
peatedly demanded an investi­ 
gation. which finally tipped the 
balance in favor of the probe 
which started this week. 
Chairman of the committee is 
Ed Willis of Louisiana, where 
the Klan has long dominated 
Bogalusa. Belately Willis ap­ 
pears to be doing a competent 
job of investigation. 
VERSATILE VENABLE 
Continuing the roll call of the 
Klans, the chief rival of the 
United Klans of America, Inc., 
is the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., important 
chiefly because it Is headed by 
James R. Venable, long - time 
Atlanta attorney for various 
Klan interests. 
Significantly, he has a.so acted 
as attorney for the Black Mus­ 
lims. 
This man, so versatile that 
he can represent both the white - 
hating Muslims and the black- 
hating (Clansmen, lives in the

shadow of the Klan Shrine at 
Stone Mountain, 
Ga. 
He is 
plump, has gray hair, blue eyes 
and a ruddy complexion and is 
given to violent talk. He has 
claimed that the time has come 
to hang a few people, both white 
and black, to let the nation know 
that the Ku Klux Klan means 
business. 
For many years Venable kept 
his (Clan connections secret and 
operated as head of the “ Defen­ 
sive 
Legion 
of Registered 
Americans," and worked close­ 
ly with the “ Christian Voters 
and Buyers League." But 
in 
1960 Venable came into the open 
as a Klan leader and began to 
promote a federation of Klans. 
He was not too successful in 
this, his main competitor being 
Imperial Wizard Bob Shelton 
and the United Klans. 
Venable has been able to af­ 
filiate the Federated Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., whose 
Grand Dragon is William Hugh 
Morris of Buchanan, Ga.; the 
U. S. Klans; Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc., whose 
Grand 
Dragon is H. L. Jones of Jones­ 
boro, Ga., and the Association 
of Georgia Klans. 
While Venable's actual mem­ 
bership is small, he is reported 
to have about 5,000 supporters 
through various affiliates. 
Dixie Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan -- This is sort of a 
family Klan headed by Imperial 
Wizard Jack William Brown of 
Chattanooga, Tenn. a 55-year- 
old iron welder. His son, Jack 
Leon Brown, is the Imperial 
Kllgrapp, and a brother - in­ 
law, Jesse Gross, is the Kla- 
bee or treasurer of (Cavern 
No. I. A brother, Harry Leon 
Brown, is 
chairman of the 
Kickam (dan or Board of Su­ 
pervisors for Klavern No. I. 
Two other sons, Daniel Wayne 
and William Eugene Brown, are 
also active in the leadership. 
The Dixie (Clan has a member­ 
ship estimated at something 
over IOO. 
The Association of Arkansas 
Klans is a very small group 
of some 50 or so members 
headed by Will Williams 
of 
Pine Bluff, Ark. 
The Mississippi Knights of the 
Ku (dux Klan is headed by Wal­ 
ter Anderson Bailey of Gulfport 
and doesn't have anywhere near 
the power of the White Knights 
of the KKK based at Laurel,

The Florida Ku (dux (dans 
used to be under Grand Dragon 
Bill Hendrix, who was once 
convicted by a federal court 
for sending 
defamatory in­ 
formation through the mails 
regarding me. Hendrix sued me 
for a million dollars but dropped 
the suit. He also dropped out 
of the (dan scene. Replacing 
him in power came Jason Ker­ 
sey of New Smyrna Beach, Fla., 
head of the United Florida (dan, 
Knights of the KKK, who was 
affiliated with the United (dans. 
However, in the scramble for 
members and dues by various 
Klan organizations, the above 
Klan unit has given way to the 
Florida Knights of the Ku (dux 
Klan operated by Don Cochran 
of Jacksonville, who has pulled 
members 
away from other 
Klans until he now dominates 
northern Florida. In this area 
the (dan is both powerful and 
dangerous. 
Significantly the (dan, once 
strong in Texas, is now almost 
non-existent in the President's 
home state. On the other hand, 
it has probably become more 
important in Louisiana than the 
once very strong white citizens 
councils.

timated 17 (Caverns in Louisi­ 
ana, some of them extremely 
violent. 
Officially the (dan does not 
condone 
violence. 
Imperial 
Wizard Bob Shelton and James 
Venable deny using it, yet in 
their speeches turn right round 
and make highly lnflamatory 
statements. 
“We don’t advocate violence," 
harangues Shelton. “ If someone 
steps on our toes, we're going 
to knock their heads off their 
shoulders." Idansman James 
Venable once told an Atlanta 
Klavern that the schools should 
be burned down if necessary to 
prevent them from being deseg­ 
regated. 
In Jackson, Miss., one (dan 
poster asked for recruits with 
this advice: “ Absolutely refuse 
to register or give up your arms 
. . .form an organization with 
next-door neighbors but wear 
distinguishing marks such as 
caps of the same color so you 
won’t be firing at your own 
people. . .be your own leader 
of your own household and make 
it an armed arsenal."

Teamsters Official, World's 
Highest 
Paid Union Leader, 
Get’s More than President of 
U.S. 
Union City, N. J.; — 
Yon 
cash-on-the-tahle Anthony Pro- 
venzano has a lean and hungry 
look. But only because he has 
been dieting. He is, in fact, 
the world's highest paid labor 
leader. 
In fact, by totaling at least 
$120,200 annually he tops the 
President of the U. S. by $20,- 
000. And I will not disgress 
here to analyze the additional 
thousands of dollars Mr. (Tony 
Pro or Tough Tony) Provenzano 
receives 
in expenses, al­ 
lowances and reimbursements 
for travel. 
The latter item is not in­ 
significant. You see, the air 
in this industrial town some­ 
times is so disagreeable 
to 
Tough Tony that he mu stipend 
considerable time in Florida. 
And not at last year’s hotel, 
either. 
Of course, Tough Tony’s de­ 
sire for fresher climes is un­ 
derstandable. 
Mr. Pro. who holds several 
Team sters' posts, has been con­ 
victed of extorting a large sum 
from a trucking company, and 
faces seven years in the fed­ 
eral penitentiary. He is out 
on bail though the Supreme 
Court already has refused to 
hear his appeal. 
The saga of Tough Tony's 
financial career is fascinating. 
Several years ago, not too long 
after he became president of 
the big Teamsters' Local 560, 
with the blessing of James Rid­ 
dle Hoffa, Tony became dis­ 
couraged with being in a rut 
which paid him only some $400 
weekly. Shortly after his 
re- 
election, Dec. 1962, he ran a 
membership 
meeting 
in a 
Hoboken night spot to which 
came 300 members of 
the 
union's 13,000. 
It was a beer hall putsch. 
His supporters understood his 
intellectual travail. They voted 
him a $25,000^-year raise. But 
still Mr. Pro’s enthusiasts did 
not think the money was worthy 
of the man. So they voted him a 
$50,000-a-year increase 
the 
next time. 
This brought his actual total 
to $96,200 a year. 
This is in addition to the 
$12,000 yearly he receives as 
12th vice-president of 
the 


Teamsters* Brotherhoood plus 
$12,000 he gets from the presi­ 
dency of the Teamsters Joint 
Council 
73 covering 
New 
Jersey. 


In all, without expenses, the 
statistics show the money due 
him to be $120,200 more than 
the salary paid President John­ 
son. This is in addition to 
a 
pension which tops the Presi­ 
dent's. 
But Tough Tony, when ques­ 
tioned, retorted he did not take 
all the money — such as the 
$75,000 annual raise. So, this 
reporter checked the federal 
flies. 
The documents reveal that 
William Shakespeare (member 
of an early writers' guild) is 
positively correct in 
his 
analysis of Mr. Hoffa's modern 
Cassius. 
"He thinks too much, such 
men are dangerous,” 
Mr. 
Shakespeare did say. 
The document inspected by 
this reporter is the form each 
union must file with the Labor 
Dept, under the Labor-Manage- 
ment Reporting and Disclosure 
Act.

asks: "Did your organization

In other words, the union 
admits it owes Tough Tony the 
$75,000 annual wage increase 
since the nights the sums were 
voted. Obviously the total now 
is in the area of $225,000.

money? 
The crusading 
leaders 
of 
the opposition to Tough 
Tony 
have a 
simple 
explanation. 
When he goes to prison 
he 
will not be able to draw his 
$21,200 a year formal salary. 
But he will be able to demand 
what is legally his — the back 
pay voted him by the member­ 
ship meetings. And he 
will 
have enough to see him through 
the seven-year prison term.

By NEIL GILBRIDE 
AP Labor Writer 
WASHINGTON — Tho Am eri­ 
can labor movement Is heading 
Into a period which may well 
bring the most revolutionary 
changes In a decade. 
First will come the belated 
move by the AFL-CIO to gently 
but firmly ease the “ nine old 
men” -- retired or ousted union 
chiefs — off Its powerful execu­ 
tive council. 
They will be replaced by some 
of the new breed of labor execu­ 
tives gradually pushing aside 
the old guard of labor bosses 
who cut their teeth in the rough- 
and-tumble organizing battles 
of the 1930s. 
AFL-CIO 
President George 
Meany, long reluctant to brush 
aside venerable associations of 
half a century, Is reportedly 
determined to go through with 
it in December at the AFL- 
C IC s convention In San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In replacing one-third of Its 
vice presidents with younger 
blood, the AFL-CIO 
hopes to 
stir dynamic new policies to 
recoup some of labor's lost 
ground in the nation's dramat­ 
ically shifting work force. 
Although total union member­ 
ship edged upward in the past 
few years, it has dropped from 
33 per cent to 29 per cent of 
the nation's growing labor force 
over the AFL-CIO»s 10-year 
history. 
Rapid shifts In technology and 
automation are creating an in­ 
creasingly 
more difficult o r­ 
ganizing 
problem 
for labor 
unions. 
So is the sharp In­ 
crease In service jobs, out­ 
stripping manufacturing In re­ 
cent years. 
“ There will never again be 
any mass organizing campaigns 
as In the 1930s,” said one labor 
spokesman. 
The problem now is a more 
patient, persuasive approach to 
organizing small units of white 
collar workers operating auto­ 
mated 
office 
machinery - - 
many of whom cling to a tradi­ 
tional resistance to unions. 
The flood of youths Into the 
work force with no memory of 
depression days when labor won 
its place in the sun Is another 
problem for union organizers. 
Just how the revamped AFL- 
CIO executive council will seek 
to meet these and other labor 


goals will not become apparent 
until the council's meeting In 
Honolulu next February. 
An even more dramatic — but 
by no means certain -- labor 
prospect In the months ahead Is 
the possibility 
of the giant 
Teamsters Union rejoining the 
AFL-CIO. 
It all depends on what the Su­ 
preme Court does with Team­ 
sters' President James R. Hof- 
fa's appeals of two criminal 
sentences--elght years for Jury 
tampering and five years for 
defrauding the union pension 
fund. 
Reliable labor sources say the 
1.7 - million-member Team­ 
sters would be Invited back into 
the AFL-CIO lf Hoffa Is forced 
to step down and go to prison. 
The Impending changes In the 
AFL-CIO power structure In 
December are expected to ease 
out labor leaders such as David 
J. 
McDonald, 
ousted 
Steel­ 
workers president, and fiery 
little James B. Carey, who quit 
is chief of the International 
Union of Electrical Workers 
when the Labor Department de­ 
clared his re-election fraud­ 
ulent. 
L W. Abel, new Steelworkers 
president, Is almost certain to 
replace McDonald on the AFL- 
CIO executive council, but who 
will fill the eight other vacated 
seats is sheer guesswork. 
The only word from Informed 
sources Is that they will be 
younger, active 
union presi­ 
dents. 
The average age of the nine 
slated for forced retirement Is 
just under 69, although federa­ 
tion spokesmen insist age has 
nothing to do with It. 
Meany-- who at 71 doesn't 
like to talk about age — will run 
for a new two-year term as 
president 
of the 13-mllllon- 
member federation without op­ 
position.

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) — Guide­ 
lines have become a key in­ 
gredient in today's mix of gov­ 
ernment, business and labor 
activities. And the guidelines

revision. They 
certainly have brought conflict 
into the open on several fronts 
in recent days.

ness appear of late to be re­ 
considering th eir stands—or at 
least their methods of living

Labor 
sometim es has ignored, at oth­ 
ers deplored, application of th e ; 
guidelines to its wage policies. 
Government guidelines, now 
some three years old, a re main­ 
ly in these fields: 
1. 
Pricing 
of 
industry's 
products, with government in­ 
terest spurred by 
increased 
fear of late of future inflation. 
2. Wages, with the federal ad­ 
ministration striving to dis­ 
courage big pay scale boosts 
that could set off another wage- 
>rice spiral. 
3. Interest ra te s, with Wash- 
ngton anxious to hold them 
iown to encourage further busi­ 
ness expansion and consum er 
buying, and the banks openly 
chafing now because soaring 
demands for loans a re running 
up against rising costs of luring 
more savings into their vaults 
with which to meet the loan de­ 
mands. 
4. Corporate investm ent over­ 
seas, with the governm ent urg­ 
ing business to bring back as 
many dollars as possible and to 
cut back spending of new dol­ 
la rs abroad. 
5. Bank loans to foreign gov­ 
ernm ents or individuals, with 
government proposing a definite 
lim it to this outflow of UJS.dol­ 
la rs. 
The conflict in each interest is 
both practical and theoretical. 
In the realm of theory, busi­ 
nessmen, bankers and 
labor 
leaders tend to join in opposition 
to the government interfering In 
the conduct of th eir affairs. 
Most say they p refer to stick to 
open market activity involving 
supply and demand and collec­ 
tive bargaining. The govern­ 
m ent's theoretical stand is that 
the public in terest must be pro­ 
tected and that only the govern­ 
ment can do that.

for young men, 
known as the Poplar Bluff Job 
Corps Center, IO m iles north on 
highway 67. 
Enrolled here are IOO boys, 
16 to 21, under the federal 
Economic Opportunity 
Act, 
established in October of 1964. 
Each boy may remain a maxi­ 
mum of two years to learn a 
skill, after which they can seek 
a job, return to school for more 
education, or enter the armed 
services. 
Each young man is paid $30 
a month, and furnished clothing, 
room and board. In addition, 
$50 a month is held for each 
corpsman and given to him aft­ 
er he resigns or graduates. In 
the event of any hardship cases 
$25 per month can be sent 
home and the amount is matched 
by federal government. 


Most of the youngs men are 
school dropouts, and each youth 
must work one day and attend 
class 
one day, 
throughout a 
week. The basic education con­ 
sists of reading and arithmetic, 
with individual help given to 
those who need it. 
The boys are assigned to 56- 
man 
dorm itories, 
and 
rep­ 
resent 12 states. There are 
now five such camps in 
the 
North 
Central 
region. Five 
more will be added. Over the 
nation there are now 60 such 
camps, with about 75,000 young 
men. In addition there 
are 
several girls camps. 
The daUy routine begins at 
6:30 a.m . and the work-educa- 
tion schedule continues 
each 
day until Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday, when the young 
men are taken to Poplar Bluff 
to attend church.

bill to invest 
$42,000,000 in Missouri’s flood 
control projects.

Also voted by the Committee 
were $1,500,000 for Chariton 
River; $1,000,000 for Joanna 
R eservoir; $10,000,000 for the 
St. Louis project.

It is a 
chapter characterized by deep 
solicitude for the temporal con­

The Roman approval was con- 
veyed by the Cardinal Secre­ 
tary of the Sacred Consistorial 
Congregation, 
declaring that 
"Tile august teachings of the 
Sovereign Pontiffs . . .could n'** 
have been more happily applied 
to present economic and social 
conditions in Canada."

EDITOR’S NOTE — In Texas, 
they're trying to correct the 
Impression that Dallas society 
is made up of boasting, lo ister- 
ous oilmen and their wives. 
Nothing can be further from the 
truth, the matrons of BigDsay, 
The following story takes a 
hard, new look at Dallas socie­ 
ty. 
DALLAS, Tex. AP — Big D 
society may not tie proper Bos­ 
tonian, but it Insists it's not Wild 
West wealthy either. 
The era of the free-wheeling, 
big-spending Texas oilman has 
given Di I las society a bad case 
of paranoia about its public im­ 
age. 
Its members feel the outside 
world 
believes they are 
all 
flamboyant, extravagant, to ist- 
erous, boasting and uncultured. 
"They make us sound like 
such idiots," complains Mrs. 
Clint Murchison Jr., the blonde 
wife of a second generation oil 
millionaire, 
"There are no 
Texans like that." 
Stanley Marcus, head of the 
famed Neiman-Marcus depart­ 
ment store, acknowledged, "It 
takes time to get used to mon­ 
ey." 
However, he said, "the flam­ 
boyancy of the early oil days 
disappeared IO years ago," 
Peter H arris, a florist who 
has 
handled 
the debutantes’ 
presentation for the past 15 
years, said that when he first 
arriv al In Dallas, his clients 
would "order a Rolls-Rovce to 
match their hats. But now the 
trend is to do things properly, 
rather than to out- lo. They now 
worry about its tieing 
over­ 
done," 
Even the legend’s contributors 
are subdued. 
Jake Hamon, whose costume 


parties 
once 
featured 
the 
hostess riding in on an elephant, 
now declines any publicity and 
has been known to lecture other 
oilmen about improving 
their 
public image. 
D. Harold Byrd Is famed for 
his parties after the Texas- 
Oklahoma football games. Once 
up to 1,700 attended, but the 
parties stopped five years ago. 
Although the 65-year-old mil­ 
lionaire still enjoys his fortune, 
much of it now goes to charities 
and 
foundations. 
He’s 
ever 
trimmed his fleet of airplanes tc 
one. 
Dallas still has "some inter­ 
esting p arties," 
Byrd 
said. 
"However, 
they are well-be­ 
haved parties. I haven’t seen 
any drunkenness for a long time. 
That wasn’t true 15 or 20 years 
ago. 
Despite the changes, Dallas 
society still retains a certain 
frontier 
openness 
with entry 
based on the individual rather 
than on ancestry. 
Today it includes a Louisiana 
landscaper, a Yankee mayor, a 
high school dropout, a clubwom­ 
an working on her Ph.D., and 
the oil millionaires. 
"You are accepted in Texas 
until you disprove yourself," 
says Joseph Lambert Jr., soci­ 
ety landscaper. 
Lambert came to Dallas from 
Shreveport, La., in 1937, with 
two assistants. He now has a 
staff of nearly 250, lives in an 
exquisitely furnished penthouse 
atop Dallas’ most prestigious 
apartment 
address, 
drives a 
Rolls-Royce, talks of buying an 
Italian villa and has been ac­ 
cepted into tnt city’s most ex­ 
clusive social club, 
A home not landscaped by 
Lambert is a house half-done. 


Parents of debutantes vie witb 
one 
another and plead 
with 
Lambert to provide the proper 
setting for the wedding or com­ 
ing-out affair. 
Tabs for his 
parties have 
ranged from $5,000 to $50,000. 
Millionaires are almost taken 
for granted in Dallas, so money 
alone is not enough to guarantee 
entry to society. Conversely, a 
lack of fortune doesn’t bar one. 
"You don’t have to have mon­ 
ey, if you look as lf you have 
a promising future," said one 
social critic. 
The Fred Wiedernanns-though 
certainly comfortable-don’t fit 
into the millionaire class, but 
they still rank in society. They 
represent the bright, young cul­ 
tural set. She is president of 
the Junior League. He 
an in­ 
surance man, heads the Civic 
Opera Guild and belongs to the 
leading men’s club. 
"I hate the word society," 
Mrs. 
Wiedemann said, 
"be­ 
cause people read it and get 
their backs up. People who are 
active, aware and educated are 
immediately assimilated 
into 
Dallas Society.

"You have to be really good 
in something. Those 
without 
money have sm arts, and those 
without sm arts have lots 
of 
heart." Next year, Mrs. Wiede­ 
mann plans to be at the Jung 
Institute in Zurich, Switzerland, 
to work toward her doctorate in 
psychology. 
Dallas society, with its roots 
in land and financial interests, 
digested the oilmen. Now it is 
embracing the leaders of the 
technological revolution which 
hit the city after World War n. 
Mayor 
Erik 
jonsson 
and 
James Ling, 42, chairman of the 
board of Ling-Temco-Vought, a 
major defense and space con­ 
tractor, arrived in the postwar 
era. 
Jonsson came to Dallas from 
Newark, N. J,, with a small in­ 
strument manufacturing firm . 
It musnroomed into one of the 
largest 
employers in Dallas 
County. 
He was elected president 
of 


the 
powerful Dallas Citizens 
Council, comprised of heads of 
business, and was named to the 
top social club. 
Ling - tough, 
young and 
ruggedly handsome-is a differ­ 
ent breed of postwar rich. A 
Journeyman electrician who left 
high school at age 14, Ling set­ 
tled in Dallas with a $3,000 
electrician’s business, 
"By guts and borrowed mon­ 
ey," Ling parleyed that stake to 
form Ling - Tem co- Vought, a 
multlmlllion-dollar concern. 
"I have no idea whether Tm 
accepted or not," Ling said. "I 
enjoy meeting people on my 
own terms and am not in tile 
habit of giving cocktail parties 
if I can avoid it."

Two Key Soldiers 
Man Water Point 


AN KHE, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — 8gt. Jimmy L, Nipper 
and Pfc. IU (Mon R. Devlin are 
important men in the I st Caval, 
ry Division's massive encamp, 
ment near here in the central 
Vietnamese highlands. 
Devlin, 25, and Nipper, 32, 
help the division exist at its for. 
tress deep In Viet Cong territo­ 
ry. 
They man “Water Point,” * 
tiny outpost on a swift stream 
some distance from the main 
camp. With simple but effective 
apparatus they can turn out 900 
gallons of pure water an hour. 
Without this precious water, 
the 19,000 men of the 1st Air 
Cavalry would either die of 
thirst in the dehydrating heat, 
or sicken from drinking impure 
water. 
Devlin and Nipper are mem­ 
bers cf tlte dth Engineer Bat tai. 
ion. Among its numerous other 
Jobs, the battalion is fortifying 
the camp into a strong position. 
The battalion commander, Lt. 
Col. Robert Malley, says: “It 
will be our Rock of Gibraltar in 
the middle of Viet Nam.” 
One company of the 8th was 
with the 1,000-man advance par­ 
ty that arrived Aug. 25 in Viet 
Nam. It directed the clearing — 
by hand — of thick Jungle on the 
chosen campsite. 
The hand clearing, with brush 
hook, ax and GI shovel, was 
done for a specific reason, ex. 
plained by Col. Malley. 
“We couldn't disturb the turf 
with bulldozers and earth mov­ 
ers too much. We've got 450 hel­ 
icopters in this outfit and they 
create enough dust, even with 
good turf. Also we can't have a 
morass of mud when it's rain- 
ing." 
Together 
with the banyan, 
teak and mahogany trees, the 
tangled liana vines and lesser 
brush, the troopers chopped up 
18-fOot pythons, cobras and poi­ 
sonous kraits, which the men 
call “ bamboo vipers." One man 
was bitten but swift medical 
attention saved his life. 
On a recent move of battalion 
strength, an 
engineer truck 
leading the way was blown up 
by a mine. But the engineers 
had padded the truck's floor 
with sandbags so that the driver 
escaped with no injury at all 
and the passenger had only su­ 
perficial cuts. 
A particularly difficult task 
for the battalion was clearing 
the top of nearby Hon Cong 
Mountain and the establishment 
of a 
heliport and “antenna 
farm" as the heart of a commu­ 
nications network. 
Hon Cong, commanding the 
entire An Khe Valley, is valua­ 
ble as an artillery observation 
position. 
Capt. Paul J. CerJan's Bravo 
Company 
had the 
job 
of 
preparing 
it. 
Helicopters 
dropped sandbags until a heli­ 
copter could land and let out 
troops. Hie company cleared 
brush by hand until they had a 
spot on which to land a small 
bulldozer. 
H iis dozer tumbled big trees 
and moved granite boulders un­ 
til a semblance of level ground 
was established. Hien a big 
bulldozer was lifted in. 
Bravo Company interrupted 
work to beat off an occasional 
Viet Cong probe. 
Soon the company will build a 
road to the site. It will start 
from the top and end at the bot­ 


tom. 
“ It sounds a little like build­ 
ing a house from the roof down 
instead of the usual way," said 
Cerjan, “but it's easier to work 
down than up and we have the 
big choppers to take our equip­ 
ment up there." 
Many of the men here are 
career soldiers formerly sta­ 
tioned at Ft. Benning, Ga. Nip­ 
per, Malley and Cerjan all list 
Columbus, Ga., as their homes. 
Devlin is from Fort Pierce, Fla. 


Gas Line Cut, 
Service 
Interrupted 


CARUTHERSVILLE — A drag 
line operating west of the new 
Brown Shoe plant cut into a 
high 
pressure natural 
gas 
transmission line 
Wednesday 
morning interrupting service to 
Caruthersville customers. 
A spokesman for 
Ark-Mo 
Power 
Co., 
said residential 
customers were asked to turn 
back their pilots to the lowest 
point possible and industrial 
customers were asked to re­ 
frain from using any gas. There 
was no danger in the populated 
areas, he said, and the reason 
for restricted use was to keep 
from draining the lines of what 
gas was available. 
Had the 2,160 customers not 
cooperated he said it would 
have meant that the gas would 
have been used up and all the 
pilot lights gone out. The com­ 
pany went on to thank the custo­ 


mers for their Cooperation in 
the matter. 
The drag line cut into the 
gas line shortly after 8 a.m. 
The high pressure line pro­ 
vides all the natural gas for 
Caruthersville. 
Fortunately, 
the 
Ark-Mo 
representative 
said, there was no fire or ex­ 
plosion when the accident took 
place. 
Repair crews were rushed to 
the scene and a Caruthersville 
fire truck equipped with chemi­ 
cal 
extinguishers was 
dis­ 
patched in case of fire while 
the repairs were being made. 
The company said the only 
danger involved after the acci­ 
dent was to the workmen re­ 
pairing the line. They had to 
build up pressure in the line 
and do some welding to com­ 
plete their task. 
The spokesman said repairs 
were expected to be completed 
by the middle of Wednesday af­ 
ternoon with complete service 
to be restored.

stitution of the United States of 
America." 
Shelton was again accompa­ 
nied by some of his grand drag­ 
ons when he came to the sec­ 
ond session of the hearings by 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 
He was wearing a label button 
with the single word "Never" on 
it. 
He refused to tell newsmen 
about the button. When Commit­ 
tee Chairman Edwin E. Willis, 
D-La., asked him to explain it, 
Shelton replied that he must re­ 
fuse because his answer might 
tend to incriminate him. 
Donald T. Appell, a commit­ 
tee investigator, did most of the 
questioning of Shelton about 
Klan finances. 
Shelton's decision to keep si­ 
lent about all Klan affairs ap­ 
parently was a last-moment 
switch of tactics. 
A source said Shelton and his 
lawyer walked into the commit­ 
tee offices on the eve of the 
hearing opening and promised 
to cooperate, **to tell about the 
Klan and what he hopes to do 
with it."

FALLACY 
“ Right To Work laws violate ‘freedom of con­ 
tract.' They represent harmful interference by 
government in the collective bargaining process. 
Union membership as a basis of continued 
employment should be neither required by law 
nor forbidden by law. The question should be 
resolved by the collective bargaining process." 
FACTS 
“ Freedom of contract" is a term used to 
describe a so'called “ voluntary" agreement 
between a union and an employer requiring com­ 
pulsory union membership. Such agreements 
often result from pressure or coercion applied 
by union officials against employers and/or 
employees. 
The right of an individual to join, or refuse 
to join, a union is an individual right. It cannot 
be bargained away by other parties, such as 
employers and union officials. 
The primary function of government is to 
protect the rights of individual citizens. When 
those rights are abridged by collective bargain­ 
ing agreements, government has an indisputable 
responsibility to intervene on behalf of those 
citizens.

One of the true “ growth" occupations nowadays 
—especially for teen-agers who tire quickly 
of walking—is car stealing. More and more cars 
are stolen each year and 1963 was a boom 
year for car thieves, professional and amateur. 
Thanks to the tendency of car-owners to leave 
keys in the car, stealing cars is a profession 
in which a beginner requires little training. 
Things are so easy today, and the field is getting 
so crowded, that the thieves are thinking of 
forming a trade 
association to raise the 
standards of membership. 
There's another reason, too, why the “ industry 
leaders" are thinking of organizing. A Mas­ 
sachusetts firm has developed a real threat 
to the theft industry — an anti-theft gadget 
that really works. 
Even experienced garage mechanics, working 
with full sets of tools and in broad daylight, 
couldn't start a car in less than 30 minutes 
if it had the anti-theft device. There are three 
separate cross-operating electrical circuits and 
solenoid valves working on the brake and fuel 
systems. 
If the ignition key is off and someone tampers 
with the ignition wires — called “ jumping" in 
the trade — the brakes will lock. If the thief 
can unlock the brakes, the fuel supply cuts off. 
If, somehow, the fuel supply is restored, the 
brakes lock again and the ignition system grounds 
out. Even the most determined car thief, at 
this point, will probably say “ What the heck!" 
or words that are generally sim ilar. 
In this day of unemployment and unskilled 
workers, we can hardly allow this anti-theft 
device to throw thousands or hundreds of thou­ 
sands of car thieves out of work. Since we 
can't stop the company from making the gadget, 
there’s only one answer left.

WASHINGTON — One amaz­ 
ing aspect of the Ku Klux Klan 
is that it has escaped investi­ 
gation by the House Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities Committee until 
this week. 
Nothing could be more un- 
American than spreading ra­ 
cial and religious bigotry, flog­ 
ging 
and murdering fellow 
Americans, 
and terrorizing 
women and children by night. 
Yet the House Un-American 
Activities 
Committee, which 
has probed almost everything 
ranging from a Quaker school­ 
teacher at Newton Squaren Pa., 
to the 
nights of the White 
Camellia, has shied away from 
probing the Klan until this week. 
The FBI has done a competent 
job and kept the Klan under Its 
watchful eye. It helped to break 
up an assassination plot by the 
“ secret six” in 1964 when the 
vice mayor of Atlanta, Sam 
Massell, and Morris Abram, 
Jewls attorney In Atlanta, were 
the object of a secret six plot. 
Again early In 1965 a plot 
was hatched in Georgia for the 
assassination of Martin Luther 
King. The FBI was tipped off 
and the plot was frustrated. 
Still the Un-American Activi­ 
ties Committee failed to In­ 
vestigate. It has long been dom­ 
inated by southern congress­ 
men. However, it was finally a 
southerner, 
liberal 
Charles 
Weltner of Georgia, who as a 
member of the committee re­ 
peatedly demanded an investi­ 
gation. which finally tipped the 
balance in favor of the probe 
which started this week. 
Chairman of the committee is 
Ed Willis of Louisiana, where 
the Klan has long dominated 
Bogalusa. Belately Willis ap­ 
pears to be doing a competent 
job of investigation. 
VERSATILE VENABLE 
Continuing the roll call of the 
Klans, the chief rival of the 
United Klans of America, Inc., 
Is the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc., Important 
chiefly because It is headed by 
James R. Venable, long - time 
Atlanta attorney for various 
Klan Interests. 
Significantly, he has :uso acted 
as attorney for the Black Mus­ 
lims. 
This man, so versatile that 
he can represent both the white- 
hating Muslims and the black- 
hating Klansmen, lives In the 


shadow of the Klan Shrine at 
Stone Mountain, Ga. He Is 
plump, has gray hair, blue eyes 
and a ruddy complexion and is 
given to violent talk. He has 
claimed that the time has come 
to hang a few people, both white 
and black, to let the nation know 
that the Ku Klux Klan means 
business. 
For many years Venable kept 
his Klan connections secret and 
operated as head of the “ Defen­ 
sive 
Legion 
of Registered 
Americans,” and worked close­ 
ly with the “ Christian Voters 
and Buyers League.” But in 
1960 Venable came into the open 
as a Klan leader and began to 
promote a federation of Klans. 
He was not too successful in 
this, his main competitor being 
Imperial Wizard Bob Shelton 
and the United Klans. 
Venable has been able to af­ 
filiate the Federated Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., whose 
Grand Dragon is William Hugh 
Morris of Buchanan, Ga.; the 
U. S. Klans; Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc., whose Grand 
Dragon is H. L. Jones of Jones­ 
boro, Ga., and the Association 
of Georgia Klans. 
While Venable's actual mem­ 
bership is small, he is reported 
to have about 5,000 supporters 
through various affiliates. 
Dixie Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan — This is sort of a 
family Klan headed by Imperial 
Wizard Jack William Brown of 
Chattanooga, Tenn. a 55-year- 
old Iron welder. His son, Jack 
Leon Brown, is the Imperial 
Kllgrapp, and a brother - in­ 
law, Jesse Gross, Is the Kla- 
bee or treasurer of Klavem 
No. 1. A brother, Harry Leon 
Brown, is 
chairman of the 
Klckam Klan or Board of Su­ 
pervisors for Klavern No. 1. 
Two other sons, Daniel Wayne 
and William Eugene Brown, are 
also active In the leadership. 
The Dixie Klan has a member­ 
ship estimated at something 
over 100. 
The Association of Arkansas 
Klans Is a very small group 
of some 50 or so members 
headed by Will Williams 
of 
Pine Bluff, Ark. 
The Mississippi Knights ofthe 
Ku Klux Klan is headed by Wal­ 
ter Anderson Bailey of Gulfport 
and doesn't have anywhere near 
the power of the White Knights 
of the KKK based at Laurel,

NAM 
All of our military services 
have many brave fighting men, 
and officers proud to command 
them. But in the dark hours of

POWERFUL IN FLORIDA 
The Florida Ku Klux Klans 
used to be under Grand Dragon 
Bill Hendrix, who was once 
convicted by a federal court 
for sending 
defamatory In­ 
formation through the malls 
regarding me. Hendrix sued me 
for a million dollars but dropped 
the suit. He also dropped out 
of the Klan scene. Replacing 
him in power came Jason Ker­ 
sey of New Smyrna Beach, Fla., 
head of the United Florida Klan, 
Knights of the KKK, who was 
affiliated with the United Klans. 
However, in the scramble for 
members and dues by various 
Klan organizations, the above 
Klan unit has given way to the 
Florida Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan operated by Don Cochran 
of Jacksonville, who has pulled 
members 
away from other 
Klans until he now dominates 
northern Florida. In this area 
the Klan Is both powerful and 
dangerous. 
Significantly the Klan, once 
strong In Texas, is now almost 
non-existent In the President's 
home state. On the other hand, 
It has probably become more 
important In Louisiana than the 
once very strong white citizens 
councils. 
There are an es­ 
timated 17 Klaverns In Louisi­ 
ana, some of them extremely 
violent. 
Officially the Klan does not 
condone 
violence. 
Imperial 
Wizard Bob Shelton and James 
Venable deny using it, yet In 
their speeches turn right round 
and make highly inflamatory 
statements. 
“We don’t advocate violence,” 
harangues Shelton. “ If someone 
steps on our toes, we're going 
to knock their heads off their 
shoulders.” Klansman James 
Venable once told an Atlanta 
Klavern that the schools should 
be burned down If necessary to 
prevent them from being deseg­ 
regated. 
In Jackson, Miss., one Klan 
poster asked for recruits with 
this advice: “ Absolutely refuse 
to register or give up your arms 
. . .form an organization with 
next-door neighbors but wear 
distinguishing marks such as 
caps of the same color so you 
won’t be firing at your own 
people. . .be your own leader 
of your own household and make 
lit an armed arsenal.”

Teamsters Official, World's 
Highest 
Iteid Union Leader, 
Get's More than President of 
U.S. 
Union City, N. j.: — 
Yon 
cash-on-the-tahle Anthony Pro­ 
ven zano has a lean and hungry 
look. But only because he has 
been dieting. He is, in tect, 
the world's highest paid labor 
leader. 
In fact, by totaling at least 
$120,200 annually he tops the 
President of the U. S. by $20,- 
000. And I will not disgress 
here to analyze the additional 
thousands of dollars Mr. (Tony 
Pro or Tough Tony) Proven zano 
receives 
in expenses, al­ 
lowances and reimbursements 
for travel. 
The latter item is not in­ 
significant. You see, the air 
in this industrial town some­ 
times is so disagreeable 
to 
Tough Tony that he must^spend 
considerable time in Florida. 
And not at last year's hotel, 
either. 
Of course, Tough Tony's de­ 
sire for fresher climes Is un­ 
derstandable. 
Mr. Pro. who holds several 
Teamsters' posts, has been con­ 
victed of extorting a large sum 
from a trucking company, and 
faces seven years in the fed­ 
eral penitentiary. He is out 
on bail though the Supreme 
Court already has refused to 
hear his appeal. 
The saga of Tough Tony's 
financial career is fescinating. 
Several years ago, not too long 
after he became president of 
the big Teamsters' Local 560, 
with the blessing of James Rid­ 
dle Hoffa, Tony became dis­ 
couraged with being in a rut 
which paid him only some $400 
weekly. Shortly after his re- 
election, Dec. 1962, he ran a 
membership 
meeting 
in a 
Hoboken night spot to which 
came 300 members of 
the 
union's 13,000. 
It was a beer hall putsch. 
His supporters understood his 
Intellectual travail. They voted 
him a $25,000«a.year raise. But 
still Mr. Pro's enthusiasts did 
not think the money was worthy 
of the man. So they voted him a 
$50,000<a-year increase 
the 
next time. 
This brought his actual total 
to $96,200 a year. 
This Is In addition to the 
$12,000 yearly he receives as 
12th vice-president of 
the 


Teamsters' Brotherhoood plus 
$12,000 he gets from the presi­ 
dency of the Teamsters Joint 
Council 
73 covering 
New 
Jersey. 


In all, without expenses, the 
statistics show the money due 
him to be $120,200 more than 
the salary paid President John­ 
son. This is in addition to 
a 
pension which tops the Presi­ 
dent's. 
But Tough Tony, when ques­ 
tioned, retorted he did not take 
all the money -- such as the 
$75,000 annual raise. So, this 
reporter checked the federal 
files. 
The documents reveal that 
William Shakespeare (member 
of an early writers* guild) is 
positively correct in 
his 
analysis of Mr. Hoffa's modern 
Cassius. 
"He thinks too much, such 
men are dangerous," 
Mr. 
Shakespeare did say. 
The document inspected by 
this reporter Is the form each 
union must file with the Labor 
Dept, under the Labor-Manage- 
ment Reporting and Disclosure 
Act. On it is Item 17. 
It 
asks: “ Did your organization 
have any 
contingent liabili­ 
ties?" 
The answer: “Yes. See Page 
I of attached rider." Additional 
Information on the rider dis­ 
closes that one of the contingent 
liabilities 
which 
the union 
swears it has is: "(e) the in­ 
crease in the salary of Local 
Union 560's president, as pro­ 
vided by several monthly mem­ 
bership resolutions, has not 
been paid." 
In other words, the union 
admits it owes Tough Tony the 
$75,000 annual wage increase 
since the nights the sums were 
voted. Obviously the total now 
is in the area of $225,000. Why 
is 
Mr. Pro piling up 
the 
money? 
The crusading 
leaders 
of 
the opposition to Tough Tony 
have a 
simple 
explanation. 
When he goes to prison 
he 
will not be able to draw his 
$21,200 a year formal salary. 
But he will be able to demand 
what is legally his -• the back 
pay voted him by the member­ 
ship meetings. And he 
will 
have enough to see him through 
the seven-year prison term. 
A sort erf prison insurance, 
isn't It?

LOUIS — You have to 
thumb through Cardinal record 
books for many years to find 
out the last time the Big Red 
won five straight games--but 
that's what the Cardinals will 
shoot for Sunday when they 
play host to the Washington 
Redskins.

Fountain Grove Public Hunt­ 
ing Area, operated exclusively 
by the Conservation Commis­ 
sion, has some 18 dry blinds 
that are considered best for 
geese. 
Forage is a bit better at 
Fountain Grove than at Swan 
Lake, commission 
waterfowl 
specialists reported. 
This year, for the first time, 
hunters are allowed to 
take 
only 18 shells apiece to the 
blind. 
The regulation applies only to 
the commission managed por­ 
tion of the refuge and not to 
private land outside the ref­ 
uge. 
The Swan Lake zone is bound­ 
ed by highways Ui>. 36, Mis­ 
souri 5, U. S. 240 and UJS. 65. 
In that zone the season runs 
from Oct. 20 through Dec. 28 
or until the federally set quota 
of 25,000 Canadas has 
been 
bagged. Tlie state limits of five 
a day and five in possession, 
with no more than two Canadas 
or two white-fronted geese in 
any bag, also apply in

zone. 
In the Squaw Creek area of 
Holt County the season is from 
Oct. 20 through Dec. 28, except 
that there no more than one 
Canada may be in any daily 
bag from Oct. 20 through Nov.

He played on the varsity team 
at Shippensburg State Teachers 
College in Pennsylvania. As a 
fullback, he was cocaptaln his 
senior year. 
After graduation, he 
taught 
history for one term inSeaford, 
Del., and then for four years in 
Gettysburg, Pa. High School. 


All the time he was In the Naval 
Reserve. He married and had a 
daughter, Laura, now 11. His 
widow, Doris, and daughter live 
In Virginia Beach, Va. 
He had been In the Navy about 
six years when he asked to be 
sent to Viet Nam. He arrived 
In Saigon June 2. 
“ He loved the Vietnamese,** 
his mother said. “ In his letters 
to me he would tell me how 
wonderful the people are.** 
He wrote to his aunt that 
American servicemen had to be 
In Viet Nam because “ if we 
didn't stop 
them there

wouldn’t be long before they 
would be at our own back door.**

WASHINGTON — The Ameri­ 
can labor movement is heading 
Into a period which may well 
bring the most revolutionary 
changes in a decade. 
First will come the belated 
move by the AFL-CIO to gently 
but firmly ease the “ nine old 
men** — retired or ousted union 
chiefs — off Its powerful execu­ 
tive council. 
They will be replaced by some 
of the new breed of labor execu­ 
tives gradually pushing aside 
the old guard of labor bosses 
who cut their teeth in the rough- 
and-tumble organizing battles 
of the 1930s. 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, long reluctant to brush 
aside venerable associations of 
half a century, is reportedly 
determined to go through with 
it in December at the AFL- 
CIO*s convention In San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In replacing one-third of its 
vice presidents with younger 
blood, the AFL-CIO hopes to 
stir dynamic new policies to 
recoup some of labor’s lost 
ground in the nation’s dramat­ 
ically shifting work force. 
Although total union member­ 
ship edged upward in the past 
few years, it has dropped from 
33 per cent to 29 per cent of 
the nation's growing labor force 
over the AFL-CIO*s 10-year 
history. 
Rapid shifts In technology and 
automation are creating an in­ 
creasingly more difficult or­ 
ganizing 
problem 
for labor 
unions. 
So is the sharp In­ 
crease in service jobs, out­ 
stripping manufacturing in re­ 
cent years. 
“ There will never again be 
any mass organizing campaigns 
as in the 1930s,** said one labor 
spokesman. 
The problem now is a more 
patient, persuasive approach to 
organizing small units of white 
collar workers operating auto­ 
mated 
office 
machinery — 
many of whom cling to a tradi­ 
tional resistance to unions. 
The flood of youths into the 
work force with no memory of 
depression days when labor won 
its place in the sun is another 
problem for union organizers. 
Just how the revamped AFL- 
CIO executive council will seek 
to meet these and other labor 


goals will not become apparent 
until the council's meeting in 
Honolulu next February. 
An even more dramatic — but 
by no means certain — labor 
prospect In the months ahead is 
the possibility 
of the giant 
Teamsters Union rejoining the 
AFL-CIO. 
It all depends on what the Su­ 
preme Court does with Team­ 
sters* President James R. Hof- 
fa's appeals of two criminal 
sentences—eight years for jury 
tampering and five years for 
defrauding the union pension 
fund. 
Reliable labor sources say the 
1.7 - million-member Team­ 
sters would be invited back into 
the AFL-CIO if Hoffa Is forced 
to step down and go to prison. 
The impending changes in the 
AFL-CIO power structure in 
December are expected to ease 
out labor leaders such as David 
J. 
McDonald, ousted Steel­ 
workers president, and fiery 
little James B. Carey, who quit 
»s chief of the International 
Union of Electrical Workers 
when the Labor Department de­ 
clared his re-election fraud­ 
ulent. 
L W. Abel, new Steelworkers 
president, is almost certain to 
replace McDonald on the AFL- 
CIO executive council, but who 
will fill the eight other vacated 
seats is sheer guesswork. 
The only word from informed 
sources is that they will be 
younger, active 
union presi­ 
dents. 
The average age of the nine 
slated for forced retirement Is 
just under 69, although federa­ 
tion spokesmen insist age has 
nothing to do with it. 
Meany— who at 71 doesn't 
like to talk about age — will run 
for a new two-year term as 
president 
of the 13-mUllon- 
member federation without op­ 
position. 
Ito addition to McDonald, 62, 
and Carey, 54, other ex-union 
presidents slated to be shunted 
off the executive council to an 
unofficial advisory role are: 
Harry C. Bates, 82, bricklay­ 
ers; William C. Birthright, 78, 
barbers; A. J. Hayes, 65, ma­ 
chinists; O. A. Knight, 63, oil 
workers; William C.

AP - Vir- 
ginia, solidly Democratic at the 
state level since the 1880s, 
names a governor next month in 
an election that contains the 
uncertain ingredient of a fervid 
third party movement.

Dwight D. Eisenhower and oth­ 
er national party leaders to go

for young men, 
known as the Poplar Bluff Job 
Corps Center, 10 m iles north on 
highway 67. 
Enroiled here are 100 boys, 
16 to 21, under the federal 
Economic Opportunity 
Act, 
established in October of 1964. 
Each boy may remain a maxi­ 
mum of two years to learn a 
skill, after which they can seek 
a job, return to school for more 
education, or enter the armed 
services. 
Each young man is paid $30 
a month, and furnished clothing, 
room and board. In addition, 
$50 a month is held for each 
corpsman and given to him aft­ 
er he resigns or graduates. In 
the event of any hardship cases 
$25 per 
month can be sent 
home and the amount is matched 
by federal government. 


Most of the young_ men are 
school dropouts, and each youth 
must work one day and attend 
cla ss 
one day, 
throughout a 
week. The basic education con­ 
sists of reading and arithm etic, 
with individual help given 
to 
those who need it. 
The boys are assigned to 56- 
man 
dorm itories, 
and 
rep­ 
resent 12 states. There 
are 
now five such cam ps in 
the 
North 
Central 
region. Five 
more will be added. Over the 
nation there are now 60 such 
cam ps, with about 75,000 young 
men. In addition there 
are 
several girls cam ps. 
The daily routine begins at 
6:30 a.m . and the work-educa- 
tion schedule continues 
each 
day until Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday, when the young 
men are taken to Poplar Bluff 
to attend church.

Am hope­ 
ful this Lawyers Practice bill 
will soon win final Congres­ 
sional approval. 
Congress has passed a new 
farm bill. Except for the cot­ 
ton provision, the bill is a 
clear step forward for Mis­ 
souri agriculture.

A Senate - House Conference 
Committee has agreed on an 
appropriation 
bill to invest 
$42,000,000 in M issouri’ s flood 
control projects. 
These vitally needed funds in­ 
clude $10,500,000 for construc­ 
tion of the Stockton Reservoir 
in southwest M issouri, and $8,- 
500,000 
for Kaysinger Bluff 
R eservoir. 
Also voted by the Committee 
were $1,500,000 for Chariton 
River; $1,000,000 for Joanna 
R eservoir; $10,000,000 for the 
St. Louis project.

Nothing can be further from the 
truth, the matrons of BlgDsay. 
The following story takes a 
hard, new look at Dallas socie­ 
ty. 
DALLAS, Tex. AP — Big D 
society may not be proper Bos­ 
tonian, but it insists it’s not Wild 
West wealthy either. 
The era of the free-wheeling, 
big-spending Texas oilman has 
given Dallas society a bad case 
of paranoia about its public im­ 
age. 
Its members feel the outside 
world 
believes they are all 
flamboyant, extravagant, boist­ 
erous, boasting and uncultured. 
“ They make us sound like 
such idiots,” complains Mrs. 
Clint Murchison Jr., the blonde 
wife of a second generation oil 
millionaire. 
‘ There are no 
Texans like that.” 
Stanley Marcus, head of the 
famed Neiman-Marcus depart­ 
ment store, acknowledge^ “ It 
takes time to get used to mon­ 
ey.” 
However, he said, “the flam- 
boyancy of the early oil days 
disappeared 10 years ago.” 
Peter Harris, a florist who 
has 
handled the debutantes’ 
presentation for the past 15 
years, said that when he first 
arrived in Dallas, his clients 
would “order a Rolls-Rovce to 
match their hats. But now the 
trend is to do things properly, 
rather than to out-do. They now 
worry about its being over­ 
done.” 
Even the legend’s contributors 
are subdued. 
Jake Hamon, whose costume 


parties 
once 
featured 
the 
hostess riding in on an elephant, 
now declines any publicity and 
has been known to lecture other 
oilmen about improving their 
public image. 
D. Harold Byrd is famed for 
his parties after the Texas- 
Oklahoma football games. Once 
up to 1,700 attended, but the 
parties stopped five years ago. 
Although the 65-year-old mil­ 
lionaire still enjoys his fortune, 
much of it now goes to charities 
and 
foundations. He’s ever 
trimmed his fleet of airplanes tc 
one. 
Dallas still has “ some inter­ 
esting parties,” 
Byrd said. 
“ However, 
they are well-be­ 
haved parties. I haven’t seer 
any drunkenness for a long time. 
That wasn’t true 15 or 20 years 
ago. 
Despite the changes, Dallas 
society still retains a certain 
frontier openness 
with entry 
based on the individual rather 
than on ancestry. 
Today it includes a Louisiana 
landscaper, a Yankee mayor, a 
high school dropout, a clubwom­ 
an working on her Ph.D., and 
the oil millionaires. 
“ You are accepted in Texas 
until you disprove yourself,” 
says Joseph Lambert Jr., soci­ 
ety landscaper. 
Lambert came to Dallas from 
Shreveport, La., in 1937, with 
two assistants. He now has a 
staff of nearly 250, lives in an 
exquisitely furnished penthouse 
atop Dallas’ most prestigious 
apartment address, 
drives a 
Rolls-Royce, talks of buying an 
Italian villa and has been ac­ 
cepted into the city’s most ex­ 
clusive social club. 
A home not landscaped by 
Lambert is a house half-done. 


Parents of debutantes vie with 
one 
another and plead with 
Lambert to provide the proper 
setting for the wedding or com­ 
ing-out affair. 
Tabs for his 
parties have 
ranged from $5,000 to $50,000. 
Millionaires are almost taken 
for granted in Dallas, so money 
alone is not enough to guarantee 
entry to society. Conversely, a 
lack of fortune doesn’t bar one. 
“ You don’t have to have mon­ 
ey, if you look as if you have 
a promising future,” said one 
social critic. 
The Fred Wiedemanns-though 
certainly comfortable-don’t fit 
into the millionaire class, but 
they still rank in society. They 
represent the bright, young cul­ 
tural set. She is president of 
the Junior League. He an in­ 
surance man, heads the Civic 
Opera Guild and belongs to the 
leading men’s club. 
“ I hate the word society,” 
Mrs. Wiedemann said, 
“be­ 
cause people read it and get 
their backs up. People who are 
active, aware and educated are 
immediately assimilated into 
Dallas Society. 
<■ 
“You have to be really good 
in something. Those 
without 
money have smarts, and those 
without smarts have lots 
of 
heart.” Next year, Mrs. Wiede­ 
mann plans to be at the Jung 
Institute in Zurich, Switzerland, 
to work toward her doctorate in 
psychology. 
Dallas society, with its roots 
in land and financial Interests, 
digested the oilmen. Now it is 
embracing the leaders of the 
technological revolution which 
hit the city after World War n. 
Mayor 
Erik 
Jonsson and 
James Ling, 42, chairman of the 
board of Ling-Temco-Vought, a 
major defense and space con­ 
tractor, arrived in the postwar 
era. 
Jonsson came to Dallas from 
Newark, N. J., with a small in­ 
strument manufacturing firm. 
It mushroomed into one of the 
largest 
employers in Dallas 
County. 
He was elected president of 


the powerful Dallas Citizens 
Council, comprised of heads of 
business, and was named to the 
top social club. 
Ling - tough, 
young and 
ruggedly handsome-is a differ­ 
ent breed of postwar rich. A 
journeyman electrician who left 
high school at age 14, Ling set­ 
tled in Dallas with a $3,000 
electrician's business. 
“By girts and borrowed mon­ 
ey,” Ling parleyed that stake to 
form Ling - Temco- Vought, a 
multimllllon-dollar concern. 
'*1 have no idea whether I’m 
accepted or not,” Ling said. “I 
enjoy meeting people on my 
own terms and am not in the 
habit of giving cocktail parties 
if I can avoid it.” 
“ I think it’s delightful to have 
the 
new people,” said Mrs. 
Murchison, just before she left 
her 25-acre estate to pick up 
her children from school. “Our 
generation is different.”

Two Key Soldiers 
Man Water Point 


AN KHE, South Viet Nam. 
(AP) — Sgt. Jimmy L . Nipper 
and Pfc. Tfeldlon R. Devlin are 
important men in the 1st Caval­ 
ry Division's massive encamp­ 
ment near here in the central 
Vietnamese highlands. 
Devlin, 25, and Nipper, 32, 
help the division exist at its for­ 
tress deep in Viet Cong territo­ 
ry. 
They man "Water Point," i 
tiny outpost on a swift stream 
some distance from the main 
camp. With simple but effective 
apparatus they can turn out 900 
gallons of pure water an hour. 
Without this precious water, 
the 19,000 men of the 1st Air 
Cavalry would either die of 
thirst in the dehydrating heat, 
or sicken from drinking impure 
water. 
Devlin and Nipper are mem­ 
bers of the eth Engineer Battal­ 
ion. Among its numerous other 
jobs, the battalion is fortifying 
the camp into a strong position. 
The battalion commander, Lt. 
Col. Robert Malley, says: "It 
will be our Rock of Gibraltar in 
the middle of Viet Nam ." 
One company of the 8th was 
with the 1,000-man advance par­ 
ty that arrived Aug. 25 in Viet 
Nam. It directed the clearing — 
by hand — of thick jungle on the 
chosen campsite. 
The hand clearing, with brush 
hook, ax and GI shovel, was 
done for a specific reason, ex­ 
plained by Cbl. Malley. 
"We couldn't disturb the turf 
with bulldozers and earth mov­ 
ers too much. We've got 450 hel­ 
icopters in this outfit and they 
create enough dust, even with 
good turf. Also we can't have a 
m orass of mud when it's rain­ 
ing." 
Together with the banyan, 
teak and mahogany trees, the 
tangled liana vines and lesser 
brush, the troopers chopped up 
18-foot pythons, cobras and poi­ 
sonous kraits, which the men 
call "bamboo vipers." One man 
was bitten but swift medical 
attention saved his life. 
On a recent move of battalion 
strength, an 
engineer truck 
leading the way was blown up 
by a mine. But the engineers 
had padded the truck's floor 
with sandbags so that the driver 
escaped with no injury at all 
and the passenger had only su­ 
perficial cuts. 
A particularly difficult task 
for the battalion was clearing 
the top of nearby Hon Cong 
Mountain and the establishment 
of a heliport and ‘^antenna 
farm " as the heart of a commu­ 
nications network. 
Hon Cong, commanding the 
entire An Khe Valley, is valua­ 
ble as an artillery observation 
position. 
Capt. Paul J . Cerjan's Bravo 
Company 
had the 
job 
of 
preparing 
it. 
Helicopters 
dropped sandbags until a heli­ 
copter could land and let out 
troops. Ibe company cleared 
brush by hand until they had a 
spot on which to land a small 
bulldozer. 
This dozer tumbled big trees 
and moved granite boulders un­ 
til a semblance of level ground 
was established. Then a big 
bulldozer was lifted in. 
Bravo Company interrupted 
work to beat off an occasional 
Viet Cong probe. 
Soon the company will build a 
road to the site. It will start 
from the top and end at the bot­ 


tom. 
"It sounds a little like build­ 
ing a house from the roof down 
instead of the usual way," said 
Cerjan, "but it's easier to work 
down than up and we have the 
big choppers to take our equip­ 
ment up there." 
Many of the men here are 
career soldiers formerly sta­ 
tioned at Ft. Benning, Ga. Nip­ 
per, Malley and Cerjan all list 
Columbus, Ga., as their homes. 
Devlin is from Fort Pierce, Fla.

back their pilots to the lowest 
point possible and industrial 
customers were asked to re­ 
frain from using any gas. There 
was no danger in the populated 
areas, he said, and the reason 
for restricted use was to keep 
from draining the lines of what 
gas was available. 
Had the 2,160 customers not 
cooperated he said it would 
have meant that the gas would 
have been used up and all the 
pilot lights gone out. The com­ 
pany went on to thank the custo­ 


mers for their Cooperation in 
the matter. 
The drag line cut into the 
gas line shortly after 8 a.m. 
The high pressure line pro­ 
vides all the natural gas for 
Caruthersville. 
Fortunately, 
the 
Ark-Mo 
representative 
said, there was no fire or ex­ 
plosion when the accident took 
place. 
Repair crews were rushed to 
the scene and a Caruthersville 
fire truck equipped with chemi­ 
cal 
extinguishers was 
dis­ 
patched in case of fire while 
the repairs were being made. 
The company said the only 
danger involved after the acci­ 
dent was to the workmen re­ 
pairing the line. They had to 
build up pressure in the line 
and do some welding to com­ 
plete their task. 
The spokesman said repairs 
were expected to be completed 
by the middle of Wednesday af­ 
ternoon with complete service 
to be restored.
